The defeat of the debenture by- 
law on Saturday last came as A 
surprise to many of the ratepayers 
of the town and as a sudden and 
severe jolt to the Trimble-Hotson-

ty. While there was much ground- 
less hostility to the council of last 
year the public knew full well that 
the municipal government was 
composed of men who were con- 
ducting the business of the town 
in a business way, and even the 
official organ of the fault-finders’ 
aggregation has recently mention- 
ed the town drain as one of the 
permanent improvements and 
drawing cards of the town. The 
reforms of the 1907 council were 
so conspicuous and so rigid that 
On the 
other hand. the results achieved 


opposition was inevitable. 


were so great that it was impos- 
sible for the public to realize that 
such a work could be wrought 
within the short space of one year 
and many of them (now to their 
sorrow) fell an easy prey to the 
misrepresentations of those who on 
the-one hand were seeking notor- 
iety, and on the other revenge. 
Why was there not more opposition 
to the by-law? Because the op- 
position laryely came from the sup- 
porters of the present administra- 
tion, who have reason to be asham- 
ed of the men placed in charge 
of our town’s affairs so they have 
most effectively at the first oppor- 
tunity, and without openly asking 
forgiveness for the irreparable in- 
jury done the town, shown their 
want of confidence in these men. 
It is generally admitted that the 
money asked for could be used to 
good advantage but its expenditure 
must not be intrusted to the men 
Why?

1. The 1907 council introduced 
a good scavenging system. Bills 
were sent out asking for half the 
payment.

What a feeling of sadness must 
have pervaded Halpin's sanctum to 
have produced such a diarrboea of 
vituperation! The prospective loss 
of the $30 bonu® proposed by Hot- 
son must have cut deep indeed 
The idea of anything that calls it- 
self a newspaper hitching onto 
Hotson’s tail for the sake of a $30 
bonus! 


Just as a sample of how near 
Halpin can come to the truth when 
he makes a heroic and noble effort 
we quote the following, one of his 
statements: ‘No appropriation 
was made for the scavenyer last 
year, and he has been paid. Where 
does the $1200 he got come from? 
If the drain had not been put in 
he would have been paid oat of 
current revenue.’ Now even poor 
little Halpin with his befogged 
brain knows that the scavenger 
was not paid $1200 last year out of 
current revenue or borrowed mon- 
ey, and that had Trimble not re- 
fused to receive scavenging fees 
that were tendered, the scavenyer’s
